Your Social Security 


Coverage Is 
Mandatory 
For Self-Employed 


Self-employed persons have been 
reminded by Edward J. Foley, man- 
ager of the San Mateo office cf the 
social security administration, that 
coverage under the new law is man- 
datory and not voluntary. 

“We think,” he said, “that the be- 
lief that coverage is elective has 
gained currency here. While .it is

true that certain professionals are , 


excluded from coverage, the exclus- 
ion is by law and not, by choice.” 
Self-employed* men and women 
who are not excluded by law, will 
have to report their 1951 “net 
earnings” for social security pur- 
poses on their income tax returns 
next March. The...social security 
tax will be paid at the same time. 


In the meantime, those business 


men and women who are now cover- 
ed for the first time under social se- 
curity should get social security 
numbers if they have never done so. 
Anyone whose net earnings from 
self-employment are $400 or more 
in a taxable year is “covered” un- 
der the new law, unless the earn- 
ings are derived from the opera- 
tion of a farm or the practice of 
an excluded profession. 
Among those are doctors, dentists

State fo Enlist. 
Personnel for 
Tax Fraud Unit 


Civil . Service examinations on 
September 29 wili select personnel 
for Californi2’s new tax fraud unit 
recommended by the state commis- 
sion on organized crime. 

Experienced enforcers are being 
sought, headed by a tax counsel who 
will have three income tax agents 
working under him. The new squad 
will be charged with prosecuting 
evaders of state income taxes, in- 
cluding racketeers. 

John J. Campbell, executive offic- 
er of the Franchise Tax board, said 
the new unit will work up the com- 
plete case against state tax dodgers, 
though under: the law prosecution 
will be hendled by the district at- 
torney where the offense occurs. 

The top job, paying $710 to $862 a 
month, must be filled by a man with 
experience roughly comparable to 
a deputy United States district at- 
torney handling prosecution of in- 
come tax cases. Specifications in- 
clude membership in the California 
bar.and five years legal practice, in- 
cluding trial experience. 

The income tax agents, who will 
receive $530 to $644 a month, must 
have two years experience. in tax 
evasion investig2tians as. a special 
agent with the treasury intelligence 
unit or with the FBI. 

Applications must be filed by Sep- 
tember 8. Forms and information 
are available from the State-Person- 
nel Boards at Saecrzmento, San 
Francisco’and:Los Angeles or at any
